Wasutnoton, D. C., Oct, 24.—While a quo- 
rum of the Senate went vo Ballimore to see the 
New York horse Parole beat the Kentucky horse 
Tenbroeck, the members of the Senate Commit- 
tee of the Judiciary sat for hours listening to 
a dry discussion of the law and the facts in the 
Louisiana election for Senators, by Judge Spof- 
ford for himself, aud by Judge Shellabarger, 
counsel for Gov.

a majority of all the elected members present 
and voting, and that Kellogg, having received a 
majority of the votes of both branches of the 
Legislature, and 8 otherwise perfectly 
regular credentials, is entitled to the seat. 
ENTER PACKARD. 

There are intimations that possibly Packard 
intends in some fictitious way to assert his right 
here as de jure Governor of Louisiana. This 
point has been brought out in the discussion of 
the Spofford-Kellogg case. It is stated that 
Packard considers himself de jure Governor, 
and he is inclined to assert his right should the 
Senate seat Kellogg.

FACTS AND RUMORS.

SITUATION OF THE TURKISH ARMIFS,

A general view of the war in Bulgaria at 
the present moment separates the combat- 
ants into three groups. Suleiman Pasha, 
giving up all thought of relieving Plevna, 
stands at bay on a new line, with Rasgrad 
as the central pivot. In this posi- 
tion he can readily fall back on Varna 
and Shumla in case of defeat, and will be 
able to oppose Zimmerman with a superior 
force, and, at the same time, can greatly 
hinder the Russians in any operations that 
may be undertaken against Rustchuk or 
Silistria. The main point to bear in mind, 
however, is that the Eastern Turkish army 
has no longer any tactical connection with 
the Western. On the latter side Ghaza 
Osman is left to do the best he 
can for himself, a very serious matter, as 
Geu. Gourko is already beginning to harass 
the communication of Plevna with Sofia. A 
third group is Shipka, where fighting ap- 
pears as going on almost daily without re- 
sult. Indications are not wanting that 
Raouf Pasha intends to reinforce Suleiman 
Pasha with the balk of his command.

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MONTENEGRO. 
VICTORIOUS CLOSE OF THE CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
Tur TURKS. 
Diapater tu tie London Times, 
Bucnanrgst, Oct. 11.—The military disposi- 
tions made bv Prince Nikita leave no doubt that 
he expects a lull in the operations; eight battal- 
ions of Llerzegovinians and two battalions of 
Montenegrins have alone been left on the Her- 
zegovinian side.

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THE SITUATION. 
DEMOCRATIC WORKINGMEN. 

The Convention which was held yesterday was a 
very thin and ineffectual effort to hide rock-rooted 
Democracy in the clothes of a workingman. 
Nominally it was a meeting of Gelegaies from 
workingmen’s clubs for the parpose of putting in 
pomination a ticket composed of workingmen. 
Really it was a Democratie convention, engineered 
from beginning to end by Licb and Lynch, made 
up mainly of the same old party hacks who have 
figured for years as delegates in Democratic con- 
ventions. it nominated but two men who earn 
their living by working with their hands. 
The other nominees are Democratic war-horves 
who have been before Democratic conventions 
in other days for nominations, or have held office 
under Democratic city or eounty administrations. 
Instead of being a representative meeting of work- 
ingmen, it wasa job put up by Lieb, the present 
County Clerk. for the vurpose of influencing the 
action of the Democratic Convention which meets 
to-day. Immediately after Dan ©’ Hara's death it 
was stated that Lieb had formed a coalition with 
Lynch, the latter to take the place of Irish partner, 
which had been held, it was understood, by Mr. 
O'Hara. ‘To this alliance Lynch contributed some 
money anda burning desire for office. The two 
men have worked the workingmen so well that 
they have forced themselves upon that organiza- 
tion, and thus probably upon the Democrats. 

Taken by itself this ticket has no strength and no 
value. Made up from top to bottom of Democrats, 
it will secure the votes of no Republican working- 
men. Had the ticket been fairly made,—nhalf and 
half, —it would have drawn heavily on the Kepao- 
lican vote. As it is it does not cutin the slightest 
degree into the latter organization. It only drives 
back into its ranks those who, under other circum- 
stances, would have voted for a workingman's 
ticket. Yesterday's action is of value, however, 
since it pretty clearly indicates the result of the 
campaign. It shows thatthe Republican ticket is 
to win a signal victory. 

The nominations made by the Democratic work- 
ingmen will be ratified n by the regular 
Democrats to-day. Gen. Lieb, Mr. Lynch, and 
probably the romainder of the ticket, with the ex- 
ception of one or two of the nominees for unim- 
portant offices, will be pat through. An effort will 
be made to nominate Judge Jameson on the groand 
that it is advisable to have a non-partisan judiciary 
as far as possible, but there is no expectation that 
the movement will be successful. The Demo- 
cratic ticket being made up presumably, 
therefore, of Lynch and Lieb, will be 
an oney prey to the Republicans. The 
head of the ticket is not popular—is not 
well-known. The second man on it is well known, 
and is excessively unpopular. it will take ex- 
traordinary blundering on the part of the Repab- 
licans to fail of carrying the county week after 
next by a majority wey up in the thousands.

THE LATEST RARE.

Prof. R. H. Tapp, the celebrated American 
horse-tamer, commenced a week ago to tame the 
Petaluma man-eater, as described in last Sunday's 
Chronicle, and has every day since given public 
exhibitions of hie process and progress in a tem- 
porary amphitheatre in the rear of the Record 
Stables, on Market street, opposite Seventh. Yes- 
terday, however, the man-cater changed the pro- 
gramme, and attempted to tame Tapp in 80 effect- 
ive a way that Tapp emerged sorely wounded, and 
only by a miracle with his life. 

‘Tne man-eater, hene other name is Cogniac, is a 
dark dapple gray Norman +tallion. 7 years old, weigh. 
ing in fighting trim 1.800 pounds, foaled in Nor® 
mandy, france, imported two years ago to Lilinois, 
and subsequently bonght bv Joseph Wooden, the 
Norman-horse-breeder of Petalume, and brought 
to this State, and declared by horsemen to be the 
finest horse of the breed ever brought to America. 
Until brougnt to Illinois he had beeu an exception- 
ally gentle animal, but, having indiecrectiy, and 
probably playfully, bitten out a couple of pounds 
of an itenois groom, he was o injudiciousiy and 
brutally beaten that, as Deacon Duncan would say, 
he experienced a change of heart, all his latent 
deviltry was developed, and he has ever since been 
the terror of ali whom necessity bave thrown 
into his company. Mr. Wooden consigned hum to 
Mr. Tapp to have him cured of this sole 
little foible. Yesterday at 2 oclock the 
exhibition commenced in the presence of about 
200 spectators, and progressed until 5:50, 
during which time the horse had been handled by 
the Professor. driven to buggy. and appeared per- 
fectly tractable.

WALTER ON THE 
STATES. 

At the meeting of the Royal East Berks Acricu}- 
tural Association, held Oct. 10, in reply to the 
toast. The health of the President of the Asso- 
ciation.” Mr. Walter, M. P., who was in the chair, 
said: ** Last year, when in the nature of things it 
would have been his lot to be Vice-President, the 
intense interest he took in the American Exhibition, 
and his desire to revisit a country where he had 
been treated with much hospitality, induced him to 
cross, the Atlantic, and that day tweive months he 
was at Niagara. Now, if there was a lesson in 
public affaire which he had learned in America, 
and which Englishmen who went there might be 
expected to learn, it was au intense cunvietion of 
ihe evils arising from the system of protection and 
from an inflated currency. Le found the Americans 
generally, as compared with their position ten years 
azo. in a state of great depression. The only 
classes that were prospering in Canada and the 
United States were the farmers and the laborers. 
Everywhere he heard of their prosperity. Now, 
these two classes had no protection whatever. Bat 
ail the others were in deep depression, aud that in 
eite of a most stringent and severe protective sys- 
tem. The inflated currency was a twin Curse with 
the protective system, or, at all events, was gen- 
erally found in connection With it. Well, de found 
that owing to that system, in a creat Measure, there 
had been an cno:i meus Milatiou of home industry, 
as it was called. Mills aud manatactones which 
had sprung up under the system had “topped, and 
the large towns were swarming with unemployed 
people, a large number of whom were actually en- 
deavoring to make thoir way back to Eugiand. In 
America, he was sorry to say, Adam Smith's book 
was as little read as they were told the Bible was 
in Spain, and he was afraid it would be a ong 
time before public feeling in that country wonk 
turn round in favor of free trade. There was so 
much ignorance and selfishness mixed up with the 
question, so many peopte s interests. it was 
thought, were kept up by the present system, that 
until another Cobden arose, or until protection 
could no longer stand in the face of the evidence 
against it, we bad no chance of penetrating that 
armor of protection in which the Americans bad 
enveloped themselves. Dut his belief was that if 
they could only be persuaded to give up those 
doctrines and adopt something like free trade, 
boih their country and oyr own would experience 
the greatest possible bene‘it. We ourselves sus- 
tained great injury from the American protective 
eystem, but it was nothing in comparison with 
what they unconsciously inflicted upon themselves. 
A-return to cash payments was also much to be 
desired. The time, he hoped and believed, was 
quickly 12 when the Americans would 
dee the error of having their trade inflated by that 
miserable system of nnsound currency in which 
novory quite knew the value of the paper he

TITE CAPTURE OF NYENAS,

At a 
garrulous age, and accustomed to exacting 
attention when he wants to talk, he would 
startle the Britishers with certain idiosyn- 
crasies which they suppose belonged only to 
Colonial times, and he might precipitate 
trouble between the two nations, anent the 
Queen's English, which could not be settled 
by arbitration, and would necessitate a re- 
sort to arms. 

It is true that Mr. Seon Camzrow made 
an appearance in foreign diplomacy at one 
time. That was under Mr. Lixcotn. But 
Mr. Loon himself was a great diplomat. 
He had Camerson on his hands, and felt the 
necessity of disembarrassing the Administra- 
tion of his presence and influence. A for- 
eign mission was the natural avenue of 
escape. But Mr. Lixcotn was too much of 
a diplomat to send the headstrong Cam- 
non to any Court where English was 
spoken or generally understood, and where 
he might expose himself and reflect upon 
the nation which had accredited him. So he 
packed the venerable Simon off to St. Peters- 
burg, where Russian and French are the 
living and diplomatic languages; CaMERON, 
in his ignorance of both tongues, was able 
to conceal his ignorance of everything else 
that goes to make up the statesman and the 
diplomat. But there would be no chance for 
masquerading at the Court of St. James, 
where the Pennsylvania ‘‘ Boss” would be 
recetved in his true character. It would 
never do. Great Britain would set up a pre- 
posterous claim for inferential damages, and 
a truce would have to be declared between 
Russia and Turkey in order to call in all the 
crowned heads to assist in the arbitration. 

There are other considerations which re- 
quire imperatively that Mr. CaO shall 
not be disturbed m the privacy of his retire- 
ment to the extent of sending him to Great 
Britain in an extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiary capacity. At his age, with an 
experience running back to early Revo- 
lutionary times, his presence. might be con- 
strued as an intention on the part of 
the American Government to fight all the 
old battles over again as a sort of centennial 
celebration of American triumph. The 
American people have no desire to open 
these old wounds. Mr. Harm Administra- 
tion might also be eharged by the bigoted 
and unreasonable Britishers with having sent 
Mr. Cameron in order that he might thus 
avoid the breach-of-promise suit which is 
coming up agaiust him in Washington this 
winter. Shall the American Goverument be 
subjected to the ignoble suspicion of having 
array If aguinst a lone widow, suing for 
her rights? Worse than all, the exposure 
and fatigue of a winter voyage might prove 
fatal to Mr. Cameron at his age, and then 
Pennsylvania would drift about in the sea of 
politics like a ship without a rudder. All 
this puts a very serious aspect upon the 
matter. Pennsylvania has had its little 
joke; Secretary Evarts, we presume, bas 
acknowledged the vorn” in the usual way; 
aud now let us have the nomination of some 
distinguished Pennsylvania gentleman as 
Minister to England.

NO MUMMIES NEED APPLY. 

There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of the average implacable Congressman, 
and of some Congressmen who are not so 
implecable as they are vacillating, to consti- 
tute themselves mummies, or, to carry out 
the Egyptian simile, sphinxes, bent upon 
maintaining an absolute silence, regardless 
of the wants of their constituents or the 
pressing needs of the situation. Like a sulky 
school-girl at variance with her companion, 
they are determined not to speak to the 
President or speak about him, and thus 
achieve a revenge as childish as it is silly. 
In pursuance of this small business, the 
time of members seems to be devoted princi- 
pally to caucuses of delegations held in 
secret, or intended to be secret, at which 
they pledge themselves not to vote upon any 
questions or resolutions offered by Demo- 
crats involving the reputation, status, or 
policy of the President. This is not only 
puerile, but weak and cowardly, and is a 
course characteristic of very small men, who 
confess themselves unable to grapple 
with emergencies or rise to the level of 
extraordinary occasions. Their constituents, 
when they elected them, did not suppose 
they were sending wooden men to Washing- 
ton without opinions, or without courage to 
express them, if they have any. The people 
have an idea that their representatives have 
duties to perform, instead of sitting in their 
places like stuffed mummies, or representing 
their districts after the style that an Indian 
or a Highlander represents a cigar stors, 
Mon of that stamp can be picked up cheaply 
anywhere. The. people have selected their 
representatives from the great mass because 
they considered them as men possessed of 
more than the average intelligence, sagacity, 
and courage, and supposed that they had the 
ability to form opinions upon any subject 
and boldness enough to express them. 

If these delegations, whether implacable 
or not, persist in this course, they will short- 
ly discover that they are not acting in a 
manner to satisfy or please their constitu- 
ents. The people expect them todo some- 
thing, even if they do the wrong thing, 
rather than to do nothing. They are sup- 
posed to represent the sentiment of their 
constituents, and their constituents have 
sentiments upon the Presidential policy, and 
express them freely, and do not wish tb be 
represented by mutes or mummies. They 
desire them to come out either for or against 
the President, and to vote either for or 
against all resolutions appertaining to his 
status or policy. Let them vote, and explain 
afterwards. The Republicans of this coun- 
try are in no mood to stand quietly by and 
see one hundred and thirty-five or forty of 
their represeritatives sitting like a collection 
of graven images, without sound or mo- 
tion, for fear of falling into some Demo- 


| cratic pitfall. Their action is childish. Their 


caucuses are absurd. Their attempt to

CANADIAN IDEAS OF RECIPROCITY. 

The more the subject of reciprocity with 
Canada is discussed, the more does it become 
apparent that the United States are asked to 
give something for nothing. We do not 
know whence these ideas of reciprocity were 
derived, A _ reciprocity which has in 
it nothing reciprocal, which contemplates 
the gift of some millions of dollars annually 
from the United States to Canada and not 
even a courteous acknowledgment in return 
from Cauada to the United States, would be, 
we venture to say, a novel thing in the eco- 
nomigal history of the world. Yet this is 
shown by the Canadian newspapers to be ex- 
actly what the people of that country ex- 
pect; and, if we may judge from editorial 
expressions of opinion, they will be satisfied 
with nothing less. An article from the 
Toronto Globe, which may be found else- 
where in this issue, is a fair specimen of the 
arguments on this head which abound on the 
other side of the berder. It will be observed 
that the editor of the Globe is 
not willing to obtain reciprocal trade 
from the United States on terms which 
would discriminate against the Mother 
Country.” They ‘desire greater freedom 
of trade, but are not prepared to sacrifice Im- 
perial connection in order to obtain it”; 
above all, they will not consent to give 
American manufactures any privileges over 
British manufactures. They will consent 
to reciprocal trade only in natural prod- 
ucts,” such as salt, lumber, and coal, the 
traffic in which is very much interfered with 
by the present tariff. 

The Glove is disingenuous in this discus- 
sion. It does not meution among the nat- 
ural products which it desires to see exchang- 
ed without restriction the products of the 
farm, and especially barley, which Canada 
has the strongest motives for getting on the 
free list. The Globe knows, and all intelli- 
gent persons in Canada must know, that the 
United States have nothing to gain by the 
interchange of natural products. These are 
exactly the articles in which we have a 
large export trade already, and no considera- 
ble uarket would be found for them in Can- 
ada. We have no lumber to send into Canada 


is ready and anxious to throw upon our mar- 
kets ; and whenever we desire to get Cana- 
dian lumber cheaper it will always be possible 
to do so by removing the duties. American 
coal now finds a market in Canada, and the 
consumers in that country pay the duties; 
when New England desires Nova Scotia coal 
at cheaper rates, it may induce Congress to 
remove existing duties on our side. Salt is 
likewise a product which we can now send 
into Canada and sell at a profit, and there is 
no considerable competition to be expected 
from that country, whether the duties are 
removed or not. It is mere trifling with 
the subject to; speak, of,..,the enefits 
that will follow the free exchange 
of these products. Canada would gain 
more from such reciprocity than the Umted 
States would, but neither country would de- 
rive sufficient profit from the treaty to make 
it werth the while. The articles that Canada 
desites to send into the United States are 
wheat, barley, vegetables, cheese, butter, 
cattle, sheep, horses, and everything grown. 
or made upon the farm. ‘The articles the 
United States desire to send back in pay- 
ment of Canadian importations are dry 
goods, woolens, clothing, boots and shoes, 
groceries, iron and steel, and all other prod- 
ucts of the manufactories. The Canadian 
exports to the United States, so far as they 
had any effect upon the warkets of this 
country, would diminish the price of the 
corresponding articles produced here, while 
the exports of the United States to Canada 
would shat off British supplies to the degree 


criminate against Great Britain. It is ex- 
actly at this point that the Canadians find 
their difficulty. They are willing to com- 
pete with usin our oon markets, but not 
willing that we should compete with the 
Mother Couutry in their markets. They will 
accept a gift of fifteen cents per bushel on 
barley, but will not concede one cent a yard 
on calico. 


The extreme solicitude of the Canadian 
people for the Mother Country” is touch- 
ing. If the Mother Country were only half 
as solicitous abont Canadian welfare, the 
people of the Domiuion would be more 
prosperous. ‘There is nothing the Mother 
Country would so much like to do as to 
shake off this whining and feeble infant, 
which is now old enough and strong enough, 
if it would only think so, to support itself. 
But Canada will vot be shaken off. It wants 
more mother“ for its size than any coun- 
try we are acquainted with. In this instance 
we, have the assurances of the leading repre- 
sentatives of British opinion that the Home 
Government will not object to any customs 
union which Canada and the United States 
may find mutually advantageous. Why 
should Canada keep out so keen an eye for 
the interegis of a country which will not 
keep out a keen tye for itself? Great 
Britain has never heretofore been accused of 
a want of business sagacity. It is a pity that 
the accusation should with justice be so fre- 
quently brought against the Dominion of 
Canada. 


THE STATE- HOUSE APPROPRIATION. 

The Springfield papers are zealously in- 
siating that, whether the people vote for or 
against the donation of $531,712 additional 
money to supply the deficiencies in the 
State-House fund, caused by the waste of 
the Commissioners, they will have to pay 
the tax all the same. They are actually 
boasting of a trick played by the State-House 
gang at the last session of the Legislature. 
It will be remembered that the State Con- 
stitution provides that the Legislature “‘ shall 
not appropriate out of the State Treasury 
or expend on account” of the new State- 
House any sum exceeding $3,500,000 with- 
out first submitting the proposition for an 
additional expenditure to the legal voters of 
the State, at a general election, nor unless a 
majority of all the votes cast at such election 
shall be for the proposed additional expendi- 
ture.” The Legislature, however, without 
waiting for the authority from the popular 
vote, did make an appropriation of the 
$531,000, conditioned upon the affirmative 
vote of the people; and the State Auditor and 
Governor, in fixing the rate of tax for 1877 
for State revenue, did include a tax covering 


this additional expenditure for the State- 
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House. This tax, therefore, is in the levy 
made for 1877. Now the Ring at Spring- 
field are boasting of this trick, and are telling 
the public that, whether they vote for or 
reject the additional half-million of dollars, 
they will have to pay the tax all the same. 
The legislative trick was disgraceful to all 
who are responsible for it, and the Governor 
and other State officers who fixed a rate of 
taxation for this year to cover an appropria- 
tion prohibited. by the Constitution are 
equally reprehensible. But all such tricks 
defeat themselves. The pickpocket is 
often caught in the act, and his booty 
taken from him. The tax of 1877 
is not collectable until next year, 
and before that time the vote will be taken, 
and, if the appropriation be rejected by the 
people, all that will be required will be to go 
before any Circuit Judge and. have the col- 
lection of any tax levied for the State-House 
prohibited. The expenditure of $20 for 
costs will settle the hash of the whole illegal 
levy. If the people vote down the expendi- 
ture, the tax will never be collected; its ille- 
gality will be so evident that its collection 
will be instantly prohibited by the Courts. 
The Ring are boasting that if the people of 
the State vote down the appropriation the 
tax will be collected all the same, and the 
money will be at Springfield, and will help 
along the banks, and enlarge the official divi- 
dends, and generally revive trade and indus- 
try at the State Capital. The boast is a vain 
one. If the people vote down the appropri- 
ation, the tax levy will fall with it, and nota 
doliar of the tax will be collected in the 
whole State. Evenif collected, the Courts 
would compel the refunding of the tax, as 
was done in 1875 with the illegal tax col- 
lected to pay local railroad-bond debts. 


NECESSITY FOR SILVER COINAGE. 

The demonetization of silver rests upon 
the theory that there is too much money— 
too much gold and silver coin—in the world. 
and that there is a necessity for reducing 
it by demonetizing silver and having an 
exclusive gold currency. The effect of this, 
if fully carried out, would be to reduce the 
volume of metallio money perhaps one-half. 
As the annual product of gold_is now 
much below the average, and as the in- 
creased commerce of the world demands a 
regular increase of money, the general 
demonetization of silver would have the 
effect of increasing the purchasing power of 
gold, and that power would continue to in- 
crease with the annual falling off in the 
quantity of that metal produced. We have 
already discussed this question of the com- 
parative effects of a scarcity of money and of 
an abundance of money. There can be no 
general prosperity where there is a scarcity 
of money, nor can there be any general col- 
lapse or financial ruin where there is an 
abundance of metallic money. One of the 
evils predicted by those who want an ex- 
clusive gold currency from the remonetiza- 
tion of silver is, that it would draw to this 
country from all parts of the world hundreds 
of millions of silver to be here coined into 
dollars. Instead of this being an evil, it 
would be a great national good. The silver, 
when coined, would be thet much substan- 
tial wealth,—it would have to be invested in 
something. It would be expended for grain, 
provisions, cotton, tobacco, petroleum, and 
for all kinds of American manufactures. It 
would require an increase of production in 
proportion to the increase of the demand 
for American products. We would be mere- 
ly exchanging what we had produced in ex- 
cess of our own wants for silver. The 
probability of a universal demonetization 
of silver is too remote to require contro- 
versy, and, while silver would naturally pour 
into this country so long as it would be 
worth more here as coin than elsewhere as 
bullion, this large flow of silver, by produc- 
ing a scarcity elsewhere, would soon so in- 
crease the value of the metal that tho pres- 
ent temporary decline in its value would be 
corrected. 

That conntry is of necessity the most 
prosperous that can control and keep in 
its possession an abundance of the current 
money of the world. For many years the 
United States have been laboring under the 
distress of a scarcity of such money. Silver 
has been too valuable to coin, and with gold 
has been driven out of use by a legal but de- 


preciated paper currency. Our stock of 
coin has been reduced to the mini- 
mum, and this has been handled 


over and over day after day, and bought and 
sold in exchenge for paper. Though the 
War has been over twelve years, our paper 
hes been siow in recovering a gold value, No 
paper money, whether issued by the Gov- 
ernmeut or banks, can have and maintain an 
eqnality with coin unless there be in the 
country an amount of gold and silver equal 
to the redemption of that paper on demand. 
The paper is but a representative, and it 
must represent an actuality. During the last 
few years we have hdd an improvement in 
this respect. Wo have been exporting mer- 
chandise largely in excess of our purchases. 
We have had a surplus accumulating to 
our credit; gold has been brouglit 
hither. There has been more gold here 
to offer in the purchase of greenbacks, 
and more gold tobe bought with them. 
Tue increase in the stock of gold has appre- 
ciated the value of greenbacks, and, if we 
could have had free coinage of silver, our 
stock of the precious motels would have been 
so much greater. At the same time that 
our coin has increased there bas been a slow, 
gradual decline in the amount of paper 
money. ‘The reduction has not been very 
great ; but, being commenced and promising 
to continue, the prospect of the quantities of 
paper and coin becoming equal has advanced 
the paper to within less than 3 per cont 
of par. If we are to have silver permanent- 
ly demonetized, the equilibrium between 
paper aud gold cannot be reached by any at- 
tempt at forcible resumption. No such re- 


sumption can be successfully maintain 4 © 


ed. If, however, we can supplement 
the stock of gold with a regular 
coinage of silver, the silver would proniptly 
be at par with gold, and the stock of both 
metals would so increase that paper and 
coin would become exchangeable at par. 
Nothing is more certain than that if any sud- 
den demand be made, taking from this coun- 
try any such quantity of gold as to reduce 
our stock to the minimum of a few years 
ago, the paper would decline largely. The 
demonetization of silver has retarded the in- 
erease of our stock of coin, and has delayed ' 
and now prevents specie payments. With 
the stock of both metals increased so as to | 
restore a proper equilibrium with the amount 
of paper, the’ greenbacks will exchange at 
par with coin, and there would be practical 
specie payments, without any loans, or con- 
traction, or disturbance of credits.

MIXED DRINKS AND MIXED D 

Revelations of the secrets of the dram-selling 
business in Chicago were recently made in the 
United States District Court. A saloon-keeper, 
who had enjoyed the most fashionable patron- 
ace in the city, went into bankruptcy. Among 
his liabilities was scheduled a debt due to a firm 
of wholesale druggists *for materiais used in 
compounding liquors.“ The publication of this 
bill, which under ordinary circumstances would 
be marked “ strictly private and confidential,” 
has agitated the fashionable youth. The in- 
auiry which is naturally suggested to the 
whisky-drinking man in connection with it is, 
What materials are used by the best saloon- 
keepers in “compounding liquors”? And 
what is this new and esoteric art? It is evi- 
dently a flourishing industry. For if the saloon- 
keeper owed nearly $1,000 for drugs when he 
went into bankruptcy, he must have paid many 
thousand dollars on the same account in the days 
of his prosperity. There is something myste- 
rious about the phrase, compounding liquors. 
The cocktail they know, and the insidious julep 
they have not negiccted; but “ compounded 
liquor“ bas no place in the vocabulary of the 
drinking man. It is a painful supposition, but 
a reasonable one, that the compounding of 
liquors is the treatment of highwines by means 
of various chemicals more or less toothsome and 
noxious. ‘Thus the addition of the essence of 
old boot-strap may make all the diffcrence be- 
tween sour-mash of 1870 and sour-mash of 1867, 
and a fillip of rotten cabbage may be the prime 
ingredient of brandy of 1805. Spirits of the 
juniper-berry transform alcohol into palatable 
gin, and old peach-stones, when burned and 
powdered, give to North-Branch whisky an in- 
describable aroma and bouguet. A good ar- 
ticle of vinegar may be spoiled for ordinary 
purposes of the table by being mixed with fusil 
oil and marked pure old Kentucky Bourbon, 
while the component elements of New England 
rum may be about equal parts of molasses, 
nicotine, avd alcohol. There is scarcely any 
limit to the use of dead and decaying matter in 
this important industry. Imperious Casardead 
and turned to clay may distribute himsclf im- 
partially through a whole gin-mill, and we may 
in imagination trace the dust of the noble 
ALEXANDER till it passes from the bunghole ta 
the inside of the barrel, and drowns itself in 
„ chotce family liquors.” 

This exposure ought to have a good effect 
upon the whisky-drinkers. It enforces the re- 
marks which lus TRIBUNE has so often found 
occasion to make on the Lemperance question. 
There is no saiety in whisky-drinking 
at saloons; and it is not a Kind 
of reireshment which any rational man 
ought habitually to indulge in. Beer and 
wine are saicr beverages, both because they are 
less noxious When pure than avy furm of drink 
containing a large element of ulcohol, and be- 
cause they are seldum aduiterated. The shat- 
tered nerves and debilitated constitutions 
which so-called alcubolic drinks produce are due 
as much tothe drugs Which are contained in 
them as to the injurious effects of cxcessive in- 
dulgence. Beer and light wine are not open to 
the same objection. They do not create an ab- 
normal appetite, and the moderate use of them 
tends to satisfy acraving for stimulants which 
is almost universal, while it need not lead to 
poverty, discase, and death. The wise course 
may be never to drink at all; but whoever has 
not the self-control or the desire to practice 
total abtinence, should at least consult his own 
comfort by avoiding saloons where compound- 
ed liquors are cold. 


Periodically there turns up in some part of 
the country a mysterious, luxurious female 
gambling house, run by a queen of fashion, aid- 
ed and abetted by a small army of hurts. A 
fortunate news-bunicr, with rare discrimination 
as to the value of scusations, tinds this remark- 
able residence (gencraliy when all others are 
viosed against him), and with great particularity 
of detail telle of the people who frequent it and 
of the vast sums of money that nightly change 
hands. This year the house turns up in San 
Francisco, is patronized by both sexes of the 
best society, and is an ‘element of Frisco with- 
out which the town would cease to exist. Two 
years ago New York depended upon it. Two 
years before that Chicago furnished the site, 
and traveling back we find it within the recyi- 
lection of the present generation in half the 
cities on the American continent. It is never 
located on any especial street; names are never 
given; it is shrouded in a dim though scarcely 
religious light, and is—in short—in all proba- 
bility a fraud.

HOWARD'S REPORT. 

@BE DOCUMENT RECTIVED BY GEN. SHERIDAN. 

HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT oF tHE Co- 
unt, IN Taz Fimo, Sreamer Benrox, 
Missouri River, Oct. 19, 1877.—Gen. JF. JZ. 
Sheridan, Commanding Division of the Missouri: 
it is duc you as commander of this Military 
Division to know the facts that I have already 
telegraphed Gen. McDowell from the battle- 
field, concerniag the final operations and sur- 
render of thc nostile Nez Perces. First, on the 
IU of September I assumed command of 
Sturgis’ troops after I had passed him at 
Clarke’s Fork, and he operated in conjunction 
with my force proper till the close. The ad- 
vance, Sturgis immediately commanding, then 
made a forced march of eighty-ive miles in 
two days, struck the hostiles, captured quitea 
number of their ponies, killed and wounded 
several warriors, and drove the band beyond 
the Musselshell. 

The 12th of September I sent from Clarke's 
Fork

showing him that the Indians were making for 
the Musselshell country by exceedingly long 
marches, and urging uuusual activity, and ear- 
nestey requesting him to make every effort in 
tis power to prevent the escape of the hostile 


Col. Gill received the dispatch at Tongue 
River the evening of the 16th, and promptiv 
moved his command—two battalions of Second 
and Seventh Vavairy, and onc, his own mounted 
Te the 17th fo the mouth of Mussel- 
shell. 

Meanwhile, as he requested nine days to get 
into position, I “slowed” my march to about 
fifteen miles per day, knowing that the hostiles 
watching me would do the same.

Sturgis’ cavalry was ordered to report to Col. 
Miles, and moved in conjunction with him back 
to the mouth of the Musselshell. I embarked 
my troops on the mer Benton.

for. though Miles swept over the intervening six 
miles at a run, he found his antagonists prepared. 
The camp was on a levelepotin the creek bot 
tom, and was shut eu by abrupt slopes that led 
from the rolling praine above. Down these siopes 
the ruehing spring rivulets had cut channels that 
intersected the level with crooked ravines leading 
to the creek. The crests of these surrounding hilis 
were fortifed wita rite-pite and deadly with a gur - 
rison of expert riflemen. A light covering of snow 
jay im patches on the higalands, and the herd of 
Nez-Perce ponies speckled the neighboringSnills. 
The column arrived at about 8:30 a. m. and at 
once deployed into line of battie. The companies 
of the Second Cavalry—Tvier's—ewept around to 
cut off and secure the herd. and they were success- 
ful. Three companies of the Seventh Cavairy— 
Hale's, Moylan's, and Godfrey's— 


CHARGED THE CREST 
protecting the northeast of the camp, and the 
mounted infantry, leading their horses, advanced 
in-live of ekirmishers on the remaining front. 

One more evidence is added to the list that testi- 
fics how well these savages fight. A line of dead 
horses marked the path of the gallant Seventh. A 
cluster of them shows where the flerce charge was 
repulsed, andthe loss of Capt. Hale, Lieut. Bia- 
dle, all of the First Sergeants, most of the Ser- 
poate and Corporals, and avout thirteen privates 

ilied, and Capts. Moylan, Godfrey, and many 
others wounded, telle the dangerous toad they 
trod and the deadiy coolness with which they 
were received. Any emblem of rank was a bid 
ag As altos, delivered with a steady hand. The 
position charged by these troops was never takca, 
but they took up an exterior line within good 
range and held it until-they put themselves 
under cover of earthworks. The commanding 
crests on the south and fast were taken by the 
mounted infantry, and from bere Lieut. Clarke 
charged the camp with his company, losing seven 
wen almost instantly, and seven more before be 
retired to the hi!l-top commanding the camp. 

A CORDON OF RIFLE-PITS 
wae now drawnabout the camp and the hostiles 
forced to abandon the Open Mat aud take ap post- 
tions in the ravines. 

These were well protected from our fire by their 
own irregular course and by sheltering crests. This 
partial security was made perfect by the numcrous 
excavations which the diligent squaws soon pro- 
vided fur dwelling- places. Things resolved them- 
ecives into this condition by the evening of the 
30th, and remained without material change until 
the surrender. 

On Oct. 3, Gen. Howard arrived at Cow Islan4, 

and, wishing to hase personal consultation with 
Miles, be set out to overtake him. Ionard was 
accompanied by his staff, two friendly Nez Perces, 
the interpreter, and hali-a-dozen scouts, After a 
hard day's ride a bivonac was made pear some 
alkali pools, and at 4 o'clock in the morning the 
march was resumed. During the day the little 
band with lLleward met two of Miles’ couriers, who 
had been sent with neus of the fight to Carroll. 
and were returning to Miles, bat, finding ludiaus 
‘between them and Miles’ command, they had 
turned back, when they were met by the party 
coming up. They told their tale of ** Indians 
ahead. and said n they left it was a drawn 
battle, but Hlowurtifsaid that he gucsased he'd go in 
to Miles At e e that Na he pushed forward 
with revewed castion, and after dark on the 4th 
inst. rode into Miles lines. 

The flashing of guns from the rifle-pits showed 
that the contest stul went on. 


MILES GREETED HOWARD 
very coraially; told him that the Indians were 
‘*‘corralicd”’ and set afoot, and that Joseph 
had been in woder a flag of truce, but had failed to 
accept the terth: offered, ana now the best thing 
was Lo bring up al! of Howard's troops and artillery 
and prepare to besiege them. But Heward had 
brought hie two friendly Nez-Perces all the way 
from Lawai for this very contingency; therefore

HIS TWO DUSKY MINISTERS PLENIPOTENTIARY. 
Their reception was watched very eagerly by How- 
ard and Miles, who stood on on eminence well ad- 
vanced toward the hostile camp, and they were 
much relieved when they saw that the greeting was 
friendly. Capt. John and George—the two am- 
bassadors—then disappeared behind the hill pro- 
tecting that portion of thecamp. After a pow-wow 
of about forty minutes. John and George cam, 
galloping back with tne news that Joseph would 
surrender on the terms proposed, viz.: govud 
treatment for all except the murderers. 
Joseph regarding Howard as Head Chief, had 
seemed reluctant to snrrender to any but him. 
White Bird replied that whatever Joseph did was 
all right; he himself had nothing to say. After 
some more preliminary talk, Joseph. accompanied 
by five of his warriors, came into the camp, and 
was received by Howardand Miles. Joseph seemed 

lad to see Howard, and offered his rie to him, 

ut Howard waved him overto Miles, who then 
took the gun, and the three together rode to Miles“ 
tent, where the future arrangements were dis- 
cussed and the past of the campairn lightly touched 
on. Joseph said his attention was directed to Gen. 
Howard, and he never suspected that troops would 
be where Col. Miles was. He had never beard of 
Col. Miles. He confirmed the report that he 
was absent when this war began, and said 
he was over Salmon River killing beef; 
that the first he knew of the outbreak 
was when some of the young men came into camp 
and told him of the Camas Prairie massacre. He 
told Gen. Howard that he and about thirty or forty 
of his warriors stole the General's mule herd; that 
his young men crept in and cut the hobbles and 
bell-ropes. His statements were in reply to ques- 
tions put to him, and were briefly made in a quiet, 
dignified manner. After eating dinner Joseph re- 
turned to his own camp to bring in his followers. 
There was some delay in bringing the mass of the 
hostiles to agree to literally lay down their 
arms. They replied and argued, ‘*We ‘tive by 
our guns; how shall we get food; how 
shall we get robes to keep onr children warm?!“ 

Col. Miles promised to see to that, and Joseph, 
having set the example. they began to cone in and 
give up their arms ai about 2 o'clock p. m. Now- 
ever, not a single fine gun was turned in, --no tele- 
scopic or Creedmoor rifles were found. They 
streamed out of their camp and came up the ill 
into the hands of their enemies, an irregular 
column that continued to move on until long after 
dark. 

IT WAS A STRANGE SiGur; 

the Gypsy groups fluttering with rays, brilliant 
with colors, wrinkled hags, decrepit old men, fat, 
saucy children, wild Arab-like boys, a medlex of 
blankets, buffalo-robes, baby faces, and wild ha- 
manity. A little toddicr would come up the hill 
leading a shriveled granddame or grandsire, —the 
blind leading the blind. There were men and 
women almost helpless from wounds who came 
crawling up the hill; and, when the darkness had 
Shut out all sight of the incoming captives, deep 
groans would tell the approvch of one of these un- 
fortunates. 

liow Joseph moved his people is a mystery only 
to be solved by an Indian. 

The next day wae occupied in moving the Indian 
camp and inerranging the mass of til-matcied 
goods constituting their household belongings for 
transportation. A courier was sent to cneck the 
approach of lloward’s troops and to order them to 
await Miles’ arrival. 

Joseph had lost a littie girl who had run away 
to the hills during the first day's tight, and had not 
been heard of since. Many others were fogitives 
hovering about the camp, and Miles sent out the 
friendly Nez-Perces to bring in these wanderers, 
Many, too. fled to neighboring tribes for refuge, 
AND WERE MURDERED BY THOSE 
to whom they came for help. The remnant es- 
caped into British Territory. White Dird with bis 
two wives (both wonniled), and accompanied by 
fourteen warriors, stole out of the lincs after dark 
while the surrender was going on. It was suspect 
ed he might try this, and the sentinels were posted 
with unusual care; but, indeed, it seems to nave 
been not difficult to pass through our lines at night. 
The Indians were chained, not so much by the 
cordon of rifle-pits as they were rendered helpless 
by their impedimenta—women, children, wounded, 
and baggage—for which there was no transporta- 
tion now that the ponics were captured. 

Having made arrangements with Miles that the 
prisoners were to be cared for till spring. and the i 
sent to Idaho, Howard set ont to arrange for the 
traueportation of his own and Miles’ commands. 
On the 13th Miles and Lloward again met at the 
mouth of the Musselshell, and. having completed 
ali arrangements. the troops for the Pacific coast 
embarked on the steawer Benton. and will proceed 
on her to Omaha, theuce by rail to San Francisco. 


HE'D HAD ENOUGH. — | 
One of Josephs band, after handing over his 
gun in a careless way to Miles, turned to the crowd. 
and, laughing in a very jovial manner, remarked 
that he'd hd enough: soldrers ight Nez-Perces: 
white men fight us: /njune üght us. Don't know 
where to go. Me had enough, So have we ail. 
All of us have had enough.” Forty wounded 
Indiane were not found onrrowed. There were 
not that many in the welle camp. 
One fellow. wounded iu the thigh, had been buried 
at his own request. but was glad to be unearthed 
after apout twenty-four hours seclusion. 
If these ludians. as a band. bave committed no 
outrages, then the wounded men murdered in 
White Bird canon. the oricival murderers on 
Camas Prairie, the murderers in the Geyser Basin. 
and the murderers on Clarkes Fork, must be 
forgotten. 
These Indians did not regularly intrench every 
night. The majority of their camps were found 
without a nine - pit in the vicmity. The oorrows in 
their last camp were dug after the attack had been 
made. And so, good-by to Joseph andthe Nez 
Perces war.

WHAT OF IT? 
Special Jispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Oct. 24.—The wife of J. M. Berry, 
the Union Pacific Railway robber, who was 
killed by Sheriff Glascock, of Fayette County, 
Missouri, has brought suit against tne Sheriff 
for $20,000 damages. Sheriff Glascock, after 
the wounded robber had been brought into the 
Town of Mexico, where he died, stated that he 
first called upon Berry to Surrender, and only 
fired when be attempted to escape, thus mak- 
ing an excusable homicide by the fact that 
it was committed in the lawful discharge of 
official duty. It is stated on good authority 
that the real fact is that Sheriff Glascock 
crept upon Berry while he was asleep in the 
brush, and fired both barrels of his gun without 
calling on him to surrender. This statement is 
made the more plausible by the significant cir- 
cumstance that eighteen buckshot en- 
tered the robber’s leg just above the 
knee, rangi upward, and lodging in 
or going out through the hip, thus showing 
that he must bave been in a recumbent posi- 
tion, with his feet to the Sheriff. when the gun 
was discharged. It is furthermore stated that 
the Sheriff and one or two of his posse admitted 
this to be true, and justified the act by the fact 
that Perry was a desperado of the most 
dangerous and savage type: that he had 
sworn never to be taken alive ;and that, being a 
dead shot, he would have certainly killed one or 
more of his pursucrs had he received a mo- 
ment’s warning. Itisalso charged against the 
Sheriff that he permitted the wounded robber 
to biced to death, and that, with timely medical 
aid, which was availabic, he would undoubted! y 
have recovered from his wounds.

RECENT RAILROAD EARNINGS. 
New York Tritune, Oct. 20. 


Carnings of twenty-four roads have been pub- 
lished for September, and amount to 610,048, 
557, against $9,196,320 for the same month last 
year, a very handsome gain of $852,237. But it 
is not well to overlook the fact that, at the end 
of September. these same roads had earned 
since Jan. | only $58,787,353, against 661,050, 
637 during the same nine months of last year, 
a loss of $2,321,784. If they should continue 
during the three remaining mouths to 
gain as largely as they did in Septem- 
ber, by the end of the vear these roads 
would barely overtake in Yross earnings the 


dividends on their stock, while seventeen of 
them were in deficit. either before or after pay- 
ing interest on bonded debt. But if the re- 
turns are examined, it appears that more than 
the entire gain in earnings for September was 
made by only two The Milwaukee & St. 
Paul reports a gain of $534,169, and the Chicago 
& Northwestern a gain of $357,170. Deducting 
these two, the net result for all the other roads 
is an actual loss of earnings compared with Sep- 
tember, 1876—for these roads the most disas- 
trous month known for several vears. 

Last véar, in the region from which the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern and the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul drew their traffic, the wheat movement 
was extraordinarily small. In Minnesota and 
Northern and Western Iowa there had been 
great devastation by grasshoppers for several 
years, nor had the crops been full in any part of 
that region. To find out what a full September 
business for those roads is really worth. it is 
necessary to go back to 1873. The September 
earnings of these ro the amount of their 
bonded debt, and the price of their stock Oct. 
1, compare tous:

The present bonded debt of these roads not 
being oiflicially known, the ficures given for 
1877 are the totals of bonds reported outstand- 
ing in the Financial. Chronicie of Oct. 1, but 
they probably exceed the actual indeptedness. 
In earnings the roads are doing about as well as 
they did when the last fall crop was being mar- 
keted. In debt they had increased prior to the 
close of 1876 neariy 600, and an un- 
known amount sluce Jaf. 1. But the stocks are 
mow called werth] the ; 
and the other very much more, than 
they were worth four years ago. These, 
however, are the two roads which 
surpass all others in the increase of earnings, 
and these have increased their bonded debt 
over $10.000,000, and the yearly interest thereon 
over $600,000, without any gain, even in their 
only good month this year, over the earnings of 
the same month in 1873. At the end of Sep- 
tember, 1873, the Milwaukee & St. Paul haa 
earned $6,413,010, but in 1877 only 85,372. 460. 
‘The Nortawestern had earned, in 1873, to the 
same date, $10,034,553, aud this year, though it 
has refused to make kuown its earnings for 
three of the nine months, the aggregate cannot 
exceed $3,300,000. 

From the coudition of these roads, selected 
because they report larger gains than any others, 
some estimate may be formed of the soundness 
of a speculation which, because a single large 
crop is coming forward, pushes prices of stocks, 
in many cases, higher than they were in 1873. 
The four roads which carry nearly all the grain 
moved to Chicago or Milwaukee are barely be- 
ginning to recover the earnings of 1873, but 
with vastly increased burdens of leases and 
debts. The trunk roads eastward from Chicago 
compete with the lake, and are gaining nothing. 
The minor roads, whose earnings are known, 
‘report smaller carnings than for September of 
last year, when those of tae two grain-carriers 
are deducted.

CONCANNON. 
THE INVESTIGATION.

81. Lovis, Oct. 24.—The scandal concerning 
the public-school teacher, Mrs. Ella Kelly, who 
is charged with improper conduct with Charles 
Concannon, is still a subject of gossip here, and 
an investigation into the truthfulness of the ac- 
cusation was begun to-day by a committee of 
seven teachers appointed by the School-Board. 
The Committee met at 4 o’clock, and there 
were present Mrs. Concannon, wife of the de- 
tected Lothario, four other witnesses for the 
prosecution, and Mrs. Kelly herself. Several 
members of the Committee desired to hold a 
secret’ session, but it was finally decided to ad- 
mit reporters. 

MRS. CONCANNON 
told the story of ber wrongs in a pathetic way, 
—how she had met Concannon and had married 
him. and how bappily they had lived until Mrs. 
Kelly came across her path and seduced her 
husband from his lawful and proper allegiance. 
Their laison, she charged, had its beginning over 
two years ago, but it was not until about a year 
since that bad rumors began to reach her ears 
and excite her jealousy. First. she heard that 
Mr. Concannon had been seen walking with 
Mrs. Kelly; that be took her out riding: 
that he was in the habit ot escorting 
her to and from the evening school, and lastly 
that he had slept of nights in her house. 

HER HUSBAND NEVER MENTIONED 
to her that he had seen Mrs. Kelly,—a circum- 
stance which gave her just cause for suspicion. 
One morning, as the intriguing husband slept, 
she went through his pockets and found a num- 
ber of short but love-breathing notes, unsigned, 
but referring to delightful walks and refreshing 
rides, and evidently by Mrs. Kelly. She said 
nothing, but kept up her midnignt investiga- 
tion of her husband’s pockets until she 
had collected nearly fifty miss- 
ives. Then she boldly charged 
husband with infidelity, and he as boldly denied. 
Mrs. Kelly lived only a few doors from her, in 
fact in the same block, and she called and 
warned Mrs. Keliy not to go with ber husband 
any more. Mrs. Kelly was defiant, and said 
Mr. Concannon was a friend of hers, and had 
done ber great service as a friend, and she did 
not propose to cut his acquaintance for a jealous 
wife. Mrs. Kelly admicted to her on that occa- 
sion that she bad permitted Concannon to sleep 
under herroof.

The let- 
ters referred to by Mrs. Coveannon were filed 
as evidence, but the Committee refused the re- 
porters access to them. But it was stated that 
the contents were exceedingly soit and 
lovelike. One of the Committce asked Mrs. 
Keliy to write the name Charles Concannon, 
which she smilingly did, and tue Committeec- 
man was héard to remark that the writing bore 
u close resemblance to that contained in the 
letters. Several other witnesses testified. 
Mrs. O’Brien, who keeps a store in the neigh- 
borhood, said Concannou and Mrs. Kelly were 
in the habit of meeting at or near her place of 
business and proceeding in the direction of the 
Everett School. She had always scen them out 
riding. Michael Walsh testified that he had 
seen Concannon getting into Mrs. Kelly’s 
house 

BY THE BACK STAIRWAY. 

He had seen the twain together on Lucas piace, 
going towards Fifth street. When the prosecu- 
tion had closed, Mrs. Kelly made a statement, 
brief, but ingenious, and delivered in a straight- 
forward, easy manner. In personal appearance 
Mrs. Kelly is a fascinating blonde, ot graceful 
figure and bewitching face, and altogether just 
the style of female to take captive the mascu- 
line heart. Her story was that she had known 
Mr. Concannon ever since she was a little girl, 
and she had always had a high opinion of him 
as a gentieman. When her husband lost in 
business and became embarrassed, Concannon

WHEN HER HUSBAND DIED, 
Conconnon again aided her, and secured for her 
a position as teacher in the public schools. She 
indignantly denied that there had been im- 
proper relations between her and her bevefactor. 
She admitted that he called at her housc one 
night and asked if she did not have a spare bed- 
room, and if she would not permit him to oc- 
cupy it. She replied that his own house was 
only a few doors distant, aud asked why he did 
not go home and “ye lie replicd that 
he was intoxicated, and that if he went home 
in that condition his wife would be mad. and, 
therefore, he preferred to stay away.

story, frequently smiling, and indulging in a 
playful wink at the reporters. At the conclu- 
sion of her statement she said she had witnesses 
whom dhe wished to introduce, but had only haa 
an hour or two of notice, and, thercfore, did not 
have time to bring thew. Superintendent Harris 
replied that she had been served with a notice 
two days previously, and certainly had had time 
to have secured them, but the committee ad- 
journed till Saturday to give the accused lady 
opportunity to furnish further defense.

Address of Miss Frances Willard 
Progress of the Good Work. 


Annual Session at Amboy of the Grand 
Division S. of T. of IIlinois. 


CHRISTIAN TEMPERANCE. 


THE ANNUAL CONVENTION : 

of the National Woman's Christiau Temperance 
Union commencéd in Farwell Hall at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. There was a large number 
of ladies present, besides several genticmen who 
were interested in the proceedings. The hall 
was decorated with flags, plants, and flowers. 
The rear of the stage was decorated with the 
device or coat-of-arms of the National Union. 
The Cenvention was called to order by the 
President, Mrs. Annie Wittenmeyer, of Phila- 
delphia, who proposed that the exercises should 
commence with a season of devotion. 

Mrs. Mary C. Johnson, of Brooklyn, read the 
ninth and tenth chapters of St. Luke, making 
comments upou the saine as sbe progressed, aud 
at the close offered prayer. 

The President announced that the first thing 
in order was the appointment of a committee 
on credentials, and, on motion, the Chair ap- 
pointed as such committee Miss Pugh, of 
Cincinnati, Mrs. Foote, of New York, and Mra. 
Waite, of Illinois. 

The Committee at once came forward and 
began to take the credentials ot the delegates, 
which occupied some little time. 

in the meantime, the Secretary, Mrs. Johnson, 
called the roll. 

Mrs. Carse, President of the Chicago Wom- 
au's Temperance Union, was introduced to 
the audience, and she spoke afew appropriate 
words of welcome, aiter which she presented 

MISS FRANCES E. WILLARD. 

Miss Willard delivered an impromptu address, 
fh which she said the ladies’ gathering would 
attract no great attention in this large city 
amoug the municipal authorities. Thére would 
be no banquet at the Palmer House or Grand 
Pacific; no formal reception by the Board of 
Trade; no speech by his Honor the Mayor,—but 
they had met together as Christians, and they 
would sometime receive the reward that was 
due them for what they had done for Chicago 
and other portions of the country. She would 
speak to them somewhat of Chicago. There 
were men who walked our streets who were 
older than Chicago; men who conld remember 
when our Court-House Square was a pasture for 
cattle. Ii the delegates were to ask men about 
our city, some would tell them of thirty miles 
of wharfage; some would tell them of our 
twenty-five miles of diverging railroads within 
the city limits; and others would tell them of 
our great breweries. As the strange ladies 
walked upon our streets, they would be think- 
ing only of our great fire, and the rapidity with 
which the burnt districts had been built up. 
But she would tell them of another tire which 
had been raging im our midst. and of a fire 
whose lurid ligut shot up from every portion of 
our city and country. The 
went op to . narrate some 
evils of intemperance. She said that 2 now 
the men were holding political meetings, and 
elections, etc., and were ting upon the tom- 
tom of hard money and soft money, and other 
things which they, poor simple women, know 
nothing about. But they could not beip know- 
ing all about the results of intemperance, for 
they hed the statistics right before them. "She 
then gave a number of facts, presenting the 
during of arrests in this city for drunkenness 

uring the past year, and proved that ove out 
of every fourteen inhabitants of Chicago were 
arrested, and one in every seven and one-half 
was an applicant for charity. As usual, Miss Wil- 
ari’s remarks of welcome were very eloquent, 
and she received enthusiastic applause. 

Mrs. Mary I. Burt, of Brooklyn, delivered a 
responsive address. 

MRS. SARAH KNOWLES-BOLTON, 
of Cleveland, was introduced, and spoke in gen- 
eral terms upon the subject matter. Among 
other things, the speaker stated that if all the 
saloons were placed upon one street there 
would be twenty miles of them in New York. 
She alluded ieclingly to the scenes of the cru- 
sade in Ohio, and related many incidents ob- 
served by herself personally in Cleveland. One 
wealthy man died there, and willed his wife a 
large wine-cellar. filled with choice liquors, while 
be disinberited his only son, cutting him off 
With a shilling, because he had grown to bea 
‘drunkard, wita this self-same wine-cellar as a 

point.

A Portrait of Black Hawk's Lieuteu- 
ant Given to Whiteside 
County, III. 


Presentation Speech of the Hon 


K. B. Washburne, the Donor. 


Outline of the Chief Incident 
in the Red Man's Career.

Morrisos, III., Oct. 24.—The Mon. E. B. 
Washburne presented to the County of White- 
side to-day a portrait painting of the Indian 
Chief Prophet, who had his home in this county 


where now is the Village of Prophetstown. 


The painting was made by Healy from an orig- 
inal study of George Catlin's, upon the special 
order of Mr. Washburne. The presentation 
took place upon the fair-grounds, whither Mr. 
Washburne was escorted by the Board of Super- 
visors and the Citv Council and Board of Edu- 
cation of the City of Morrison. Mr. P. B. 
Reynolds, Chairman of the Board of Super- 
visors, presided. The introductory address was 
given by Capt. John Whallon, of Lynden. Mr. 
Washburne was received with hearty and long- 
continued applause. His address was as fol- 
lows: 
MR. WASHBURNE’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Washburne opened with the assurance 
that the assemblage partook of nothing of a 
political coloring, and though gratefui for past 
manifestations ol confidence in him, he did not 
appear to solicit sullrages. Plunging immediate- 
ly into his subject, he graphically described the 
position of Black Hawk, and the Couacil 
scene which introduced the Prophet’’ to the 
painter, Black Hawk had determined upon war 
with the whites, and saw the importance of de- 
taching bis old rival, Keokuk, from them and 
making him, and the portion of the tribe who 
went with him, his allies. Hence with all the 
form and ceremony which under important cir- 
cumstances characterized what might be called 
official intercourse between great Chiels, a 


suiemp imterview was arranged between these’ 


two noted Chiels. 
KEOKUK 

had two warriors with him, and Black Hawk 
was accompanied by tbe Prophet. Catlin was 
present and made a sketch from life. Tue rec- 
vliection of the event was never effaced from 
his memory. It was no quiet talk between 
these two savages before the fire in the wig- 
wam, butitisin the open air and under the 
vaulted arches of the clear, blue heavens. Ke- 
okuk gravely seats himself, and his two warri- 
ors stand pensively hehind him. Black Black 
approahhes, and with bim is the Prophet, and 
both are standing. Biack Hawk commences 
his spe ech, and for and hour anda half he ap- 

3 in persuasive accents to his brother Chief 
for help. With a wild and rude eloquence he 
portrays the fated destiny which impends over 
their race, threatened with being driven from 
the magnificent domain 

HELD FROM THEIR FATHERS. 

He paints their villages burved, tucir wigwams 
scateered, their wives and children torn 
from their country and home, and the bones of 
their warriors killed im Battle left to bleach on 
their hunting grounds. Warming up as he 
proceeds, big drops of repiration roll out 
irom his swarthy skin aud. fall like rain heavily 
upon the earth. The Prophet, mastering his 
teelings, listens with silent emotions. But the 
words of Black Hawk die away amid the breezes, 
and they awaken no echo of sympathy in the 
stoic heart of Keokuk. Cold, impassable, un- 
movable, with far-reaching ségacity, he foresaw 
the consequence oi a war with the whites, and 
he refused to lend bimself to any scheme hostile 
to them. But Black Hawk, less prudent and 
more impetuous, launched himself and his 


people 

INTO THAT BLOODY CONTEST 
which resulted in frecing forever this whole 
country, then known as the “ Northw est,“ from 
the me sence of the hostile savage 

vaker had always been profoundly in- 
terested in all that pertains to the Black Hawe 
war. He became enamored of the picture 
representing the famous council scene, and ap- 
plied to Mr. Healy, the distinguished’ Ameri- 
can artist, now residing in Paris, and 
who is without a superior as a portrait painter, 
toseeif be would not undertake from the 
original study of Catlin to paint tae portrait of 


the Prophet. Devoting himseif to the study of 


the Indian character, and providing himself 
with alarge number of Indian portraits and 
photogravins to aid him in his dificult task, he 
has produced 

THE PORTRAIT. 

Having secured the pamting, he determined 
to present it tothe County of Whitesiic, and 
the offer was accepted, and under the circum- 
stances he thought a sketch of the warrior 
would be of interest. His Indian name 
was Wabokishick, and he was the son 
of a Chief of the Sax and Fox Tribes. 
He became one of the most distinguished of all 
the Chicis of that tribe, and second in power 
and influence only to Keokuk and Diack Hawk. 
He wasasplendid specimen of his race, tall. 
weli-proportioned, and graceful in all his move- 
ments. tc bad a Keen intelligence and an even 
and well-balanced temper. Dignitied and self- 
possessed, he always imposed by his presence; 
cool, intelligent, clear-lbeaded, and of a serious 
character, he always exercised a gigat influence 
over his people. The Lieutenant and right arm 
of Black Hawk, the course, activity, and sa- 
gavity of the Prophet made hin 

AN INVALUABLE AID, 
though he did not indulge the same batred of 
th® whites. His marriages with women who 
belonged to the fricudiy Winnebagoes had soft- 
ened bis prejw dices towa! td the white mau, with 
whom he held intercours He was accessible 
to influences which could never rea h Black 
Hawk. In his bunting expeditions for 
some years before the breaking out of hos- 
tilities he was in the habit of visiting that sec 
tion of country now known as Gratiot’s Grove, 
Wisconsin, where Col. Henry Gratiot, Agent 
of the Winnebagos, one of the earlicst and most 
distinguished of the eariy settiers of the Lead 
Mines, then resided, and by whom be was warm- 
ly welcomed, and for whom he ever 
ENTERTAINED A STRONG FRIENDSHIP. 

It was the circumstance of tuese good rela 
tions arid the high repute in which Col. Cratiot 
was held by all the Indian tribes of the North- 
west, that aiter the breaking out of the war tie 
was deputed by the milttarv authorities to visit 
the Prophet at his village (Prophetstown) in the 
interest of peace, and witha view to some a- 
cotomodation that might spare tue inhabitants 
the hurrors of a warfare with savages. Lie bore 
a letter from Gen. Atkinson, who was in 
command at Fort Armstrong. This was an 
important, theugh a dangerous mission. 
No sooner "had the canoes landed than the In- 
dians surrounded the party with every demon- 
stration of violence, and made ali of them pris- 
overs. At the moment of seizing Col. Gratiot, 
the Prophet appeared on the scene. Seeing his 
old friend in J. inger, he rushed upon his people 
and interfered in hes detense, crying out, ‘*Good 
man, god mau, good man, my friend; I take 
him to my wigwam; 1 feed him; he be good 
friend of my Indians.“ 

The Prophet was iu trouble. His braves clam- 
ored for the scalps of the whites, and he dared 
not let them apart puolicly. He fiuaily fixed 
upon 

A PLAN OF ESCAPE, 
but. uo sooner were the party in their boats than 
the Indians gave cease; but the Commission es- 
caped—a good fortune they ever ascribed to the 
good offices of the Prophet 

The Chief followed the fortunes of Black 
Hawk through his war, and when the ‘indians 
were routed he surrendered and was sent to 
Washington with Black Hawk in 18. 

Mr. Washburne gave a remarkably intcresting 
history ot the Indian history of Western Nt- 
nois and the men whom the troubies deve loped, 
a review thet contains many minor details not 
generally known to the casual bistorica! re ater, 

As he conc!nded his address, Mr. Washburne 
unveiled the picture, which leaned upon an 
case! at the loft of the stave. This concluded 
the presentation.

The full official vote of Ohio for Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, and Judge of the Su- 
preme Court, will be found in this issue. The 
total vote cast for West was 248,945; for Bishop, 
271,645. Bishop's plurality is therefore 22,680. 
The Communist, Prohibition, and Labor Green- 
back candidates polled an aggregate of 34,237 
yotes, making, with the 52 scattering, a grand 
total of 524,561. A comparison of these flgures 
with the totals of the past two years shows the 
dimensions of tae stay-at-home army. Ilere it

000. Mr. Bishop, who “pulled the party 
through,” came within 51,557 of polling its full 
strength.

also been ascribed, lacked only 51,557 of getting 
out the party vote. And his share in the won- 
dertul resuit brought him a Tat office trom the 
Democratic majority 1 Congress without au 
opposing vote. Had Mr. Thompson succeeded 
in doing the work that he modestly Gaims that 
he did, the Democratic majority would have 
been exactly 74,237, It will be melancholy 
pleasure for the mossy-backed Bourbon to con- 
template these figures, and think of what might 
have been. 

Another feature of interest in the official 
table is the vote for Lientenant-Governor. Mr. 
Vogeler, who was expected to hold the German 
vote steady, runs 6,618 behind Judge West, 
who was thought by many to be obnoxious to 
the Germans on account of his temperance 
record. In Hamilton County Mr. Vogeler 
polled about 200 more votes than West, though 
he ran over 400 behind Johnson, Republican 
candidate for Supreme Judge. Johnson, in the 
entire State, ran ahead of West 2,501. 

One thing is evidcnt,—one Republican out of 
every four did not choose to vote, and one 
Democrat out of every six Kept away from the 
polls. There are no data upon which to esti- 
mate closely the proportion of loss to the re- 
spective purtics by the Labor and Greenback 
movements, but a glance at the vote in Hamil- 
ton, Cuvahoga, and Lucas Counties, shows that 
the Republicans were the heavy sufferers.

NAUTICAL MISHAPS. 

The schr M. Capron, which went to the relief of 
the schr Mary Jane, aground near Turtie Light, 
Sanday, is in nearly as bad a predicament as the 
latter. The Capron ran alongside the Jane Mon- 
day and took in about 9,000 bu of the former's 
cargo. An attempt was then made to pull the Jane off 
the shoal. The two schooners were connected with 
a short line, and when the tug began to pull the 
Capron swung around and stuck fastonthe same 
shoal that caught the Jane. Tue tug tried in vain 
to get them off, aud was finally obliged to give up.

It 
is feared that the cargo of the Jane will be badly 
damaged, as she is leaking considerably 

A Cheboygan (Mich. ) dispatch of Monday tl hrows 
one more ray of light on the schr Senator's troubles 
by stating that she is ashore at Detour, bot is as 
barren of particulars as the telegram received at 
Buffalo on Friday last. It, however, further an- 
nounces that the master of the vessel is awaiting 
the arrival of an insurance agent to take charge of 
per, and that the Leviathan would, on the foliow- 
ing morning, take a look atthe wreck. From this 
it was inferred that the schooner is in bad shape, 
and likely to prove a total loss, 

The revenue cuiter Perry and the tug Dayton, of 
Buffalo, were unsuccessful in releasing the strand- 
ed schr Beals owing to the storm. Although con- 
siderably damaged. it is thought the boat can de 
lightened off and saved. She is owned by Messers.
